PREVENTED A MASSACRE.

American Consul at Barpnt Turned
Aside Turkish Vengeance.

New Tork. Nov. 6. A recent dis-
turbance between Moslems and Ar-
menians In Van, Turkey, would In all
likelihood have grown Into a riot and
perhaps a massacre of Armenians,
had It not been for the presence of
the American consul from Harput,
Dr. Thomas H. Norton.

Details of the trouble are learned
from advices just received by the
Presbyterian board of foreign mis-
sions. It seems that the trouble was
started by the deposition of four
Moslem officials by the Vali. and for
the purpose of avenging themselves
by making trouble for him. the four
and their friends started gun firing
In the streets, in which one Moslem
was killed.

The soldiers In the city, already In
a halt rebellions state, took up the
matter and marched through the
streets shooting at Christians. The
whole place was thrown Into an up
roar of fear and excitement and a
thousand Armenians fled to the mis
sionary compound.

The English consul was absent, but
it happended that Dr. Norton was
there and the American flag was fly
ing over the mission compound. With
the French and Russian consuls and
several American missionaries. Dr.
Norton called on the ValL The lat
ter assured them of his ability to
control the situation, but there was
doubt as to whether he could do so.
especially as It seemed likely that the
revolutionists would become active.

All day the soldiers paraded the
streets, shooting, clubbing and stab-
bing Christians wherever found. The
people had. however, shut themselves
up In houses or In mission premise,
so but five were killed, although a
number were wounded.

The missionaries and the consuls
ware able to secure a promise from
the leaders that they would leave the
city. This promise was kept and the
trouble died down. Tbe resident of
Van who sent the advice to the Pres-
byterian board say that the great
danger, and It Is an ever present dan
ger, lay In the probable rising of the
Kurds.

If they had com Into the city, ac-
cording to this Informant, nothing
could have prevented a
both in the city and the villages.

Monster Project
for New Mexico

Present Indications are that a fa-

vorable report will be made at once
on the proposition for a great Irriga-
tion dam just below the site of th
Elephant butte project In the Mesil-l- a

valley and that It will be favora-
bly considered by the government.

Not only are the reports of the en-
gineers encouraging, but there has
been a sudden and remarkable
chansre of heart and front In v rn- -.

Texas, whence most of the opposition
nas come in me past, with the op-
position of Mexico and the Texas
delegation In congress removed, there
is small doubt that the Elephant
butte site would be utilized at a
very early date.

Of Its feasibility the Denver News
gives the following Interview with one
of the reclamation mrlnMn hn no- -

j'Just come from a survey of this and
otner projects In New Mexico.

"The prospect for government con-

struction of the lower Rio Grande Ir-

rigation project, the most stupendous
Irrigation scheme In the world. Is
very bright. Engineer Arthur Powell
Davis of the reclamation service, ac-
companied by Engineer Harry A.
Ktnrrs. returned to Denver last night
much pleased with their preliminary
investigation of the immense project,
the largest yet undertaken by the
service.

The engineering features will con-
sist of a dam 250 feet high and a
quarter or a mile wide, located near
Engle. 011 the lower Rio Grande. This
will back up the water 40 miles be-
tween the rock walls of the canyon.
At the dam the water will be 175
feet deep. This will make the larg-
est artificial reservoir In the world.
It will conserve i.Ono.noo-acr- e feet,
or 700. (too. 000. D00 gallons of water at
one time. This will make it twice as
largo as the great Pathfinder dam on
the North Platte and much larger
than the immense Salt river reser-
voir in Arisona.

In the dam Itself there will be
4H.000 cubic feet of masonry. 10
times that to be used In the Pathfind-
er dam, and 320,000 barrels of ce-
ment. The work on the reservoir
alone will cost fS. 200.000. The re-
maining $2,000,000 will be expended
on the canals and diversion dams.
Five year, it is estimated, will be
taken to construct this marvelous
piece of engineering.

The cost per acre for the construc-
tion will be t40. which would be con-
sidered high but for the excellent
character and general fertility of the
soli, which will bear fruit and alfal-
fa In abundance when sufficient
moisture can be secured.

FRANCIS FERMXAXD

AND AUSTRIA'S CROWN.

Young Man is Facing Difficult Prob-

lem of Holding the Polyglot King-

dom Together He is Said 10 Lack
Individuality and Be Under Cleri-

cal Domination Is Tory Unpopu-

lar with the Hungarians but is
Liked by the Bohemians.

Vienna. Nov. 7 The most talked of
person throughout the dual empire
at the present time Is Archduke
Francis Ferdinand, nephew of Em-
peror Francis Joseph and heir pre-
sumptive to the throne. Attempts
are no longer made to conceal the
fact that the venerable emperor Is
fast sinking, and that It is enly a
question of months and perhaps
weeks, before the Archduke will be
called upon to ascend the throne of
the Hapsburgs and take up the dif-

ficult task of maintaining order in
the conglomerate empire and pre-
venting It from falling asunder.

The Archduke, though still far
from being popular, has succeeded
in rising In the public regard, espe-
cially since his morganatic marriage
four years ago to Countess Chotek.
From a rather wild and profligate
bachelor he has been transform-
ed into a model husband. The only
fear expressed as to his prospective
accession to the throne Is that he
will be a reactionary ruler. He
lacks Individuality and Is known to
be under the clerical Influence of
his wife. He Is especially unpop-
ular with the Hungarians and on
more than one occasion he has
shown great want of tact by wound-
ing their national pride. He may be
said to be popular only with the Bo-
hemians, who look to gaining their
autonomy under his rule, thanks to
the lnfuence of his wife, who is by
birth a Czech.

DOG AS A WITNESS.

Wag of Canine s Tall Decides Sensa-
tional Robbery Caw.

When a Jury in the superior court
of Trinity county, at Weavervllle to-
day awarded Ah Get, a Chinaman, a
verdict of 1597.45 against Charles
Carr. It virtually decided that the
robbery committed at the Carr mine
on Trinity river, by a masked high-
wayman on September 13, last, was
a fake, says the San Francisco Ex-
aminer. In that robbery the China-
man lost 1587.45 under very peculiar
circumstances.

Carr had just had a settlement
with him and had stacked the coin
upon the table for Ah Get to take.
Ah Get had Just given a receipt In
tun tor me money, when a masked1
robber entered and with a revolver'
held Carr and Ah Get at bay, took1
the coin and made his escape.

The Can- - mine Is at a lonely spot
011 Trinity river between Junction
and Douglas City, a singular place
for a bandit to appear at such an
opportune moment. The more Ah
Get thought about the Incident, the
less he thought it was a genuine rob-
bery. He brought a civil suit to re-
cover the money stolen. That was
the case decided today. The Jury de-
cided that Ah Get was not only enti-
tled to 1597.45, which the alleged
bandit took, but interest from the
date of the holdup.

The account of the actions of a
dog at the time of the robbery was
importance evidence. Ah Get testi-
fied that the Carr dog always barked
viciously when strangers came upon
the premises, but when the supposed
bandit came the dog was friendly
and wagged his tall familiarly.

There will be no criminal prosecu-
tion for the holdup, as it Is believed
that Justice is satisfied by Ah Get
getting Justice for the spoils of the
robbery with interest The Judgment
Is as good as coin, for the Carr mine
Is a valuable one.
